The subject of this sketch was born on 
April 27, 1865, in Tooele City, Utah. 

His early life was spent in the field and 
at the forge. This practical training has 


ever since been of great value to him. 


His schooling was of the scanty kind 


afforded by Utah’s small towns, ten or 
twelve years ago; defective though it was, 
it developed in him a fondness for study- 
_ ing the copies and effects of sourrounding 
objects and forces. He gradually won for 


himself a common school education which 
his opportunities would have denied to a 
less resolute spirit. 

Between the age of ten and twenty, he 
was obliged to hire out successively as 
farm-hand, gawyer, store-clerk, and book- 
keeper, in order to procure means for an 
education. 

In the winter of 1884—’5, he was called 
to teach the intermediate department of 
the Tooele district school. 

About two years of his life were spent 
in practical mineralogy, assaying and 
other interests, pertaining to mining. 

_ Among the most important influences 
working for his mental progress, were the 
encouragement of his parents and teach- 
ers, and his desire for knowledge. Fully 
imbued with this spirit, he started his 
career in the B. Y. Academy, October 19, 
1885, as a stranger in a strange place; but 
this feeling was soon dispelled by the 
love and kindness that pervaded all the 
classes. 

On May. 20, 1887, he was graduated 
from the Normal department, receiving 
besides, several special certificates. 

He commenced his labors as a teacher 
in the B. Y. Academy, August 1887. 
First as Primary teacher; next as Pre- 
paratory teacher; afterwards as Assistant 
Normal teacher; and lastly, as teacher of 
the Scientific department.

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FORMAL STUDIES. 
[By B. Cluff, Jr., B, M. D.| 


TO DEVELOP IDEAS OF COLOR. 


The aim in these lessons is to train the 
children in distinguishing, matching, 
naming colors and understanding their 
harmo ny. 

FIRST LESSON. 


The teacher should supply herself with 
a color chart and with pieces of stiff pa- 
per representing the most prominent 
colors. 

Drill the pupils on the three primary 
colors, red, yellow and blue, until they 
can distinguish them readily, 

Distribute red, yellow and blue, giving 
to each pupil one color. 

Holding up the red the teacher asks, 
“All who have this color hold your pap er 
up.” The teacher now examines both 
those who do and those who do not show 
their papers, correcting errors. Exhibit 
the blue and ask the same question, then 
the yellow. 

Without showing the colors ask: “All 
who have the color red raise your hands.” 
Examine again to see that the proper 
color is exhibited. In like manner eall 
for the blue, the yellow. 

Have the pupils write down the name 
of the color they have. Pass to their 
seatmat eon the left and write down the 
name of the color they then have, and so 
on the third time. 

Call upon the class to name some ob- 
jects in nature that have a red color, a 
blue color, a yellow color. 


SECOND LESSON. 


Have six glass tumblers or small bot- 
tles. In three of which are the three 
colors, red, yellow, blue, made from dia- 
mond dyes or other suitable coloring 
matter. The other three are empty. 
Pour into one of the glasses a little of 
the red. 

Then ask: “What have I now done?” 
This question is for the purpose of at- 
tracting attention. Pour some of the 
yellow in the same glass and ask again: 
“What haye I done?” Mix the two colors 
and ask: “What color do you now see in 
the glass?” “TI-see “an orange color.” 
“Then which two colors mixed together 
will produce orange?” Have them all 
write on their slates, “Red mixed with 
yellow produces orange.” 

In like manner mix the other colors 
producing the three secondary colors.

NORMAL ITEMS, 
{O. W. Audelin.] 


In teaching the Sciences, the first 
course in the French Schools is by object- 
lessons. While the child examines the 
specimens, the teacher gives simple ex- 
planations. 

Physics is introduced in the Interme- 
diate grade, and here only the three states 
of matter—air, water, and combustion 
are taught. Taught, of course, by sim- 
ple experiments. 

Chemistry enters into 
courses under the following divisions: 
The notion of simple bodies, of compound 
bodies, of metal, and of common salts. 

Mineralogy is then taken up, and bot- 
any and zoology are pursued farther. 
Principally, the aim in teaching the 
Sciences to young students is to develop 
the powers of observation. 


“Now, if the aim is, as stated above, to | 


develop the powers of observation, it is 
clear that the Sciences must be taught 
by the experimental method; for this, 
above all else, calls forth the observing 
power.” 

Following are suggestions for teaching 
the Sciences in the Primary schools. 

“1) Botany, zoology, physiology, and 
geology should be studied first. 

2) Teach these subjects by means of 
object lessons. 

3) The teacher should take the pupils 
-on short excursions to collect specimens 
and show them the objects in nature. 


4) In zoology, when the animals them- 
selves cannot be shown, use pictures of 
them. 

5) Arrange the lessons according to 
the regular plan, proceeding from the 
simple to the complex. 


6) In the Intermediate or Grammar 
grades, notions and ideas from chemistry 
and physics can be taught. 


1) The end aimed at in these lessons is 
not so much the communication of use- 
ful knowledge as to establish in the pu- 
pils habits of attentive observation and 
exact analysis. 

_8) Place a text book in the hands of 
the pupils only in the higher classes, and 
even then do not do away with the objects 
themselves.”
